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(b)  Administrative  Problems 

Much  time  of  the  school  board  and  superintendent  has 
been  devoted  to  problems  connected  with  the  completion  of 
the  new  building  not  only  in  solving  constructional  prob- 
lems but  in  trying  to  keep  the  financial  records  in  proper 
form  and  in  making  out  reports  to  the  P.  W.  A. 

Also  much  time  had  to  be  used  in  planning  for  the 
opening  of  the  new  school  building.  The  sixty-two  pupils 
who  reported  for  admission  were  assigned  to  three  rooms, 
grades  one  to  three  in  one,  grades  four  to  six  in  another,  and 
grades  seven  and  eight  in  a  third.  Into  the  fourth  room 
were  put  what  benches  and  tools  there  were  and  it  is  being 
used  as  a  manual  training  room.  It  was  hoped  that  a 
course  could  be  offered  in  Home  Training  for  the  upper 
grade  girls  that  might  meet  reasonable  standards  and  a 
time  table  was  worked  out  whereby  one  of  the  women 
teachers  could  carry  on  the  work  but,  because  of  the  lack 
of  equipment  and  the  lack  of  funds  with  which  to  pur- 
chase any,  very  little  has  been  accomplished  along  this  line, 
particularly  with  cooking. 

In  order  to  give  the  older  pupils  particularly  an  oppor- 
tunity to  have  the  benefit  of  the  guidance  of  a  man  as  well 
as  of  women  it  was  decided  to  employ  a  man  as  principal  of 
the  new  building.  Careful  observation  of  tendencies  so  far 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  decision  was  wise. 

PART  11.    EDUCATIONAL  POLICY 

Much  is  being  heard  these  days  about  the  prospects  of 
the  democratic  form  of  government  in  the  world  continuing 
to  exist.  Probably  we  have  become  more  conscious  in  the 
past  few  years  than  ever  before  of  the  tremendous  signifi- 
cance of  the  term  ^'democratic."  The  more  we  study  it  the 
more  we  realize  that  a  democratic  country  is  far  more  than 
just  a  country  with  a  democratic  form  of  government.  A 
full  appreciation  of  the  liberties  and  of  freedom  of  action,  of 
speech  and  of  thought  come  only  with  meditation  upon  the 
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facts  gained  from  the  study  of  the  life  of  peoples  in  every 
country  of  the  world.  Through  the  study  of  psychology  we 
have  come  to  realize  that  education  comes  only  through  ex- 
perience so,  if  we  are  going  to  perpetuate  the  democratic 
form  of  life  that  w^e  have  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
we  must  not  only  learn  the  facts  of  the  true  conditions  of 
people  all  over  the  world  and  teach  them  to  our  children  but 
we  must  also  train  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  democratic  way 
of  life  by  giving  them  a  chance  to  practice  throughout  their 
childhood  the  democratic  way  of  living.  Students  of  po- 
litical science  are  agreed  that  the  greatest  factor  in  the  cause 
of  the  fall  of  the  recent  attempt  at  democratic  rule  in  the 
countries  of  Europe  was  the  lack  on  the  part  of  the  people 
of  experience  in  governing  themselves.  Although  they  had 
studied  the  governmental  machinery  of  other  democracies, 
they  had  had  no  practice  in  handling  or  operating  it  and  it 
soon  got  out  of  control.  If  our  boys  and  girls  are  to  make 
as  few  mistakes  as  possible  in  running  our  governmental 
machine  when  they  become  adults  and  take  over  the  steer- 
ing wheel,  our  schools  must  be  so  organized  as  to  give  them 
such  practice  with  democratic  methods  as  will  enable  them 
to  make  successfully  the  transition  from  their  participation 
in  their  adolescent  social  and  political  life  to  their  partici- 
pation in  their  adult  social  and  political  life.  We  must  keep 
in  mind  not  only  our  obligations  to  train  our  young  people 
in  citizenship  but  also  our  obligations  to  train  them  in 
democratic  citizenship,  in  the  democratic  way  of  living. 
This,  then,  is  the  educational  policy  of  the  local  schools. 

PART  III.  INSTRUCTION 
(a)  Methods  and  Materials 

During  the  last  school  year  and  so  far  this  year  teach- 
ers and  superintendent  have  been  working  to  improve  the 
correlation  between  the  materials  of  instruction,  the  meth- 
ods of  instruction  and  the  fundamental  policies  of  the 
schools.    Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  im- 
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provement  of  the  textbooks  in  use  which  has  made  pos- 
sible definite  progress  in  the  modernization  of  the  methods 
of  instruction.  Antiquated  books,  charts,  workbooks,  flash 
cards,  and  so  forth,  do  not  lend  themselves  to  use  with  mod- 
ern instructional  methods. 

Many  of  the  lower  grade  pupils  have  had  to  be  regraded 
and  regrouped  in  order  to  have  them  working  on  their  abil- 
ity levels.  This  has  worked  hardships  on  pupils,  teachers, 
parents  and  superintendent  but  for  pupils  to  continue  to 
work  on  problems  that  are  far  beyond  their  abilities  is  much 
worse.  Marked  improvement  in  the  interest  of  pupils  in 
school,  in  the  quality  of  their  work  and  in  their  attitudes  to- 
ward their  work  are  already  observable.  There  is  still  much 
to  be  done  but  a  good  start  has  been  made.

As 
only  three  teachers  were  needed  this  year  instead  of  the 
four  employed  last  year,  only  one  of  the  two  who  left  had 
to  be  replaced.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  Donald  F.  Piper, 
of  Meredith,  who  graduated  from  Keene  Normal  School  in 
1935  and  who  had  had  three  years  of  experience  as  principal 
at  Center  Harbor. 
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(c)  Eighth  Grade  Tests 

Standardized  Achievement  tests  were  given  in  May  and 
June,  1938,  to  all  eighth  grade  pupils  in  the  supervisory 
union.  The  table  below  shows  some  of  the  most  interesting 
facts  regarding  the  results  of  the  tests.

*  A  score  of  8.5  is  what  a  normal  child  five  months  along  in  the 
eighth  grade  is  expected  to  receive  on  the  test.  A  score  of  6.6  is  what 
a  normal  child  six  months  along  in  the  sixth  grade  is  expected  to 
receive  and  so  forth. 

From  the  above  table  it  can  be  seen  that  the  Tufton- 
boro  eighth  graders  were  not  well  prepared  as  a  whole  for 
certification  to  high  school  when  only  three  of  the  eleven 
were  up  to  standard  and  five  were  not  above  where  sixth 
graders  should  have  been.  A  critical  examination  of  the 
test  results  indicates  that  the  test  in  arithmetic  computation 
was  the  only  one  on  which  the  group  as  a  whole  scored  up 
to  standard.  The  greatest  weaknesses  were  in  language 
usage,  geography,  physiology  and  hygiene,  spelling  and 
reading.  It  is  hoped  that  a  definite  improvement  in  this 
condition  will  be  seen  during  the  next  few  years.

PART  V.    SCHOOL  PLANT 

As  all  pupils  are  now  housed  in  the  new  centralized 
school  building  which  is  large  enough  like  to  care  for  all 
needs  for  years  to  come,  and  as  unused  buildings  will  rapid- 
ly depreciate  in  value  unless  considerable  money  is  used  to 
keep  them  repaired,  it  seems  advisable  to  make  some  dis- 
position of  the  old  schoolhouses  and  the  land  on  which  they 
are  located  if  such  belongs  to  the  district.
